The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

MR. BERNARD TRAYNOR, representing EARL HAYES RENT-A-CAR, appeared
before the Council asking for space at the Airport, and submitting & plen for
revising the space now cccupied by two other rent-a-car-systems where by it
would accomodate the third, and offering te: pay for the revision, and offering
$150.00 a month rental. He stated 23 airlines used tbeir service exclusively,
and bought it with their tickets. The Council suggested that it might be
better to wait until the new Terminal was completed; but in the meantime it
would discuss the matter with the two operators now renting at the Airport,
and give Mr., Traynor and Mr. Cstchings sn answer next week. The Mayor asked
that:the City Manager see if these cars are all registered in Austin. {Barl
Hayes local agent for Avis Rent-a-Car.)

MR. JOE NEAL, University of Texas, imtroduced a group of about 50 foreign
gtudents.

"Al1l bidders quoted net 30 days. Southern Electric quoted a firm price.
Westinghouse quoted 8 firm price for ninety (90) days following any price
increase. General Electric and Graybar Electric Company quoted a firm price
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for ninety {90) days subject to a 10% esculator for shipment over 90 days, but
less than one year. Priester Supply Company quoted a maximum price provided
shipment 1s accepted within six (6) months from date of order. Priester Supply,
Graybar Electric Company and General Electric Company quoted FOB Austin,
Westinghouse quoted FOP destination, and Southern Electric Supply quoted FOB
substation base, stating that the regulator will be set on their foundations

in the desired positlion.

"Subject: Rebuilding Clarifier at Filter Plant No. 1

"The clarifier equipment at Filter Plant No. 1 which was installed in 1941 is
badly in need of repair which will require extensive replacement of parts. The
existing equipment was manufactured and furnished by Dowr-Oliver Incorporated.

"I have asked Dorr-Oliver for a quotation on the necessary replacement paris.
They have given us a quotation in the amount of $5,067.00 for replacement of
a minimum nusber of parts (to make the equipment serviceable for a few years);
a quotation in the asmount of $8,388.00 for replacement of all worn and corroded
- parts (to make the equipment as serviceable as new equipment); and a quotation
in the amount of $10,587.00 for replacement of alliworh and corroded parts plus
the addition of two cormer arm assemblies (which we do not believe to be of any
particular value to us).

"I have also asked the three chief competitors of Dorr-Oliver in the manufacture
of this type of equipment for quotdtions covering replacement parts. Without
exception they have declined to quote, givipng as their reason that engineering
and other costs to adapt their equipment to the existing equipment would make
their prices prohibitive. Their letters are enclosed herewith.

"It is estimated that the cost of completely new clarifier equipment for this
installation would be approximately $16,000.00

"Recommendation:

"It 1s my recommendation that the Dorr-Oliver quotation in the amount of
$8,388.00, f.o.b. Austin covering the furnishing of replacement parts to make
the equipment as serviceable as new equipment be accepted.
